All the laws congress could have p assed 
by work ing night and day since Pearl Harbor could 
not have held down the general p rice level as well as 
It has been held down, unless most of the things in 
demand had been generally available when and where 
they were wanted. 
The woi*t break downs have oc­ 
curred where acute shortages develop ed: p rice con­ 
trol simp ly vanished in the p resence of that condition. 
It bus'been dem onstrated tha t the only reason black 
m ark eting in the United States continues the ex cep ­ 
tion,» instead of the rule, is the fact most things can 
be p urchased with 
1 10 sp ecial trouble in the ordinary 
p roefss of m ark eting. T here is sp ecial reason to think 
abou) this as lederal authority to regulate p rices Is 
ex tended for another year 
It, w ill be argued in a p olitical connection this year 
that ihe government did or did not regulate p rices; it 
is a p otent talk ing p oint both ways. The fact is, gov­ 
ernm ent had relatively little to do with it. 
The main 
secret of success so far has been enough p roduction in 
the £ ust and p resent to avert the p anic which robs | gandt 
mon^y of value and brings runaway inflation.

Ocean 
fisherm en

Southern 
waters find m ullet a fat catch, and 
the fish and wildlife service of the 
Departm ent of the Interior Is ex - 
jierimenting with stocking farm fish 
ponds with this food fish. Most 
farm fish ponds yield about 200 
pounds of fish per acre annually, 
but Beaufort ex perim ents with m ul­ 
let farm ing yielded approx im ately 
3,000 pounds per acre in two years. 
The process of changing the m ul­ 
let's environm ent 
Ls still 
ex peri­ 
mental, and in spite of the success 
with the Beaufort fisheries it is not 
yet certain tha t m ullet will grow 
In all fresh w ater areas. 
The .small m ullet m ust be seined 
from the ocean, and put in ponds 
where there is microscopic vegeta­ 
tion for their food supply. To fer­ 
tilize 
the vegetation, ducks were 
kept on the pond a t Beaufort. 
The mullet Ls a hardy fish and 
Ls less likely to be injured during 
transportation 
than 
any 
other 
species. This is believed to be the 
first time in this country tha t the 
transfer of a substantial quantity 
of a relatively large 
salt 
water 
fish to fresh w ater has been accom­ 
plished, although it has been done 
successfully with 'acquarium fishes.
